G.S.R. 817(E). —In exercise of the powers conferred by section 8 of the 
Diplomatic and Consular Officers (Oaths and Fees) Act, 1948 (41 of 1648), the 
Central Government hereby makes the following rules further to amend the 
Diplomatic and Consular Officers (Fees) Rules. 1949. namely:— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Diplomatic and Consular Officers (Fees) 
Amendment Rules, 1976. 

(2) They shall come into force on such date as the Central Government may, 
by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint. 

2. For rule 0 of the Diplomatic and Consular Officers (Fees) Rules, 1949 
(hereinafter referred to as the said rules), the following rule shall be substi¬ 
tuted, namely:— 

“6. Collection of fees.—All fees shall be paid in cash against the issue of 
receipts and the amount so collected shall be accounted for to the 

Government of India”. 

3. In rule 7 of the said rules, for sub-rule (2), the following sub-rule shall be 
substituted, namely;— 

'‘(2) A notice In large type shall also be attached to, or exhibited in close 
proximity to the Table of fees, informing the public that the fees 
are payable in cash and receipts will be issued for such payment”.

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4. For rules 8 and 9, the following rules shall be substituted, namely:— 

"8. Maintenance 0 / register .—A consular service register showing the 
details of consular services rendered, names of persons served and 
their nationality, the amount of fees levied for each service, appli¬ 
cation form number and receipt number and containing the initials 
of the consular officer shall be maintained at each consular office. 

9. Inclusion of consular fees collected in the monthly statement of ac¬ 
counts .—The consular fees collected under these rules shall be ac¬ 
counted for through the monthly statement of accounts sent by the 
consular office to the Government of India and the statement shall 
be accompanied by a certificate signed by the First Secretary, or 
where there is no First Secretary, by the Head of Mission, to the 
effect that the consular fee account pertaining to the month have 
been duly checked and the amounts collected have been credited 
to the account of the Government of India". 

6. Schedule II to the rules shall be omitted.
